KANSAS'CRY FOR HELP 


Twenty Thousand Extra Men Needed 


to Harvest the State's Enor- 


mous Wheat Crop. 


Topeka, .Kan,, May 28—Kansas wants 


20,000 men to help , save her enormous 
wheat crop. State Grain Inspector Mc- 
Kenzie, who has just returned from the 
Kansas wheat belt, says the state will 
harvest 85,000,000 bushels and the har- 
vesting will begin in southern Kansas 
by June 12. 


Nothing can occur now to injure the 


crop except destructive storms as the 
narth has been regularly soaked with 
timely rains. Last night nearly all of 
central Kansas was visited with heavy 
downpours, the 
rainfall 
in several 


counties being more than three inches. 


Inspector MrKenzie and grain men 


say. the greatest danger threatened is in 
the dearth of laboring men to harvest 
the great crop. Sumner county which 
alone has an acreage of 294.000 will have 
to get at least 1,000 extra men. The 
same condition exists in twenty other 
counties. 


Where the 20,000 extra men will come 


from the farmers do not know. It .is 
stated that about 2,000 harvesters will 
come from Oklahoma following the har- 
vesting season north as it progresses. 


PONTIFF AT ROME 


BLESSES MARTYRS 


Seventy Seven Missionaries Who Lost 


Their .Lives Working in China 


Beatified—Impressive Scene 


Home, May 28—Yesterday afternoon 


the Pontiff solemnly pronounced the 
beatification of seventy seven mission- 
aries martyred in China and Annam be- 
tween the years 1798 and 1856. They 
mostly belonged to the French missions. 


St. Peter's was beautifully decorated 


antj illuminated and the> 50,000 persons 
who assisted in the impressive ceremo- 
rnie's were mostly French people, al- 
'thpugh many pilgrimages made up of 
Germans, Spanish. ' Portugese, Sardin- 
ians, and Egyptians were in the congre- 
gation, besides numerous Americans. 
The Pope, borne aloft in the gestatory 
chair, entered the church at 5 o'clock 
amid the dazzling pomp of the papal es- 
cort, while a band of trumpeters playing 
the pontifical march opened the "gor- 
geous pagent. 


The Sacred College of Cardinals, the 


entire Vatican court, including the Pap- 
al troops ' and the gendarmes of the 
guard 
followed. The brilliant sight 


brought forth frantic cheers. The Pope 
descended from his chair and knelt and 
prayed upon the tomb of the apostles, 
and then the services proceeded, the 
Pontiff retiring until 7 o'clock, when 
for the apostolic benediction he re-enter- 
ed the church and was ecstatically 
cheered. 


The Pope has ordered the pilgrimages 


suspended from June 15 until Sept. 15. 
This is a sanitary measure due to the 
extremely hot season and fear of epi- 
demic.

Congress Must Act—Official Authority 


Must Be Sought During the Coming 


Week—Hundreds of Homely But 
Beautiful Emblems Held By War 
Office. 
Washington, May 28—During the G. 


A. E. encampment in Chicago President 
McKinley will have the pleasure of , re 
turning to the southern states the con- 
federate battle flags now in the. war de- 
partment. 


Prominent members Q{ the G, A,R, 


have a plan to secure the authorization 
or Congress for the return of these flags, 
and it ia hoped both houses will pass the 
necessary joint resolution before ad- 
journment two weeks hence. During 
the coming week it is expected the mili 
tary committees will take the necessary 
preliminary action. 


If the consent of congress can be ob 


tained the flags will be turned over to 
the G. A. R.. the representatives of con- 
federate military organizasiona will be 
invited to Chicago, and with beautiful 
ceremonies President McKinley, assisted 
by the veterans of the blue 'and gray, 
will hand the torn and blood stained 
banners back to the valiant hands which 
once carried and defended them. 


Mute WitneKnne»se» to Valor 


Stored in the attic in the War depart- 


ment are 400 or 500 of these confeder- 
ate flags. They have been there ever 
since the war. Few visitors to the na- 
tional capital see them, because they 
are not easily accessible and are kept in 
a dingy attic. But there are few more 
inspiring scenes in this country than 
this collection of ragged flags. They 
bear mute witness to the valor of Ameri- 
can soldiery. 


Many of them are mere tatters. 
Not 


one but is shot through _many times. 
Onl.y a few 
have proper 
staffs, and 


these are old, broken, patche'd, bullet- 
marked, Most of the ensigns are at- 
tached to common hickory poles cut in' 
the woods by the soldiers. A number 
of these hickory sticks were ornamented 
by the jack-knives of the confederates. 


None of the friends of President

Kinley knows anything about the pro- 
ject to secure auth'oritj of congress for 
the return of these flags. The move- 
ment is wholly in the hands of the vet- 
erans of the G. A. R., and .their organi- 
zation will have full charge of the cere 
monies in case the plan is worked out 
successfully.

Abroad—Shipments to Nearly All 


European Countries. 


Washington, May. 28—An exportation 


of $40,000,000 worth of goods in thirty 
days is a record unparalleled for Ameri 
car manufactures. That is the record 
for the month of April 1900. The de 
tails of tho April exportations, just com- 
pleted by the treasury bureau of statistics 
show that the exportation of 
manufac- 


tures during that month were by far the 
greatest of any month within the coun- 
try's history and within a fraction of 
840.000,000. 


This gives assurance that the exports 


of the fleaal year which ends with June 
will considerably exceed $40,0007000 and 
be nearly three times as much as a 
decade, ago. 


This phenomenal increase'in exporta- 


tion of manufactures is especially strik- 
ing when compared with the progress 
made by European nations, America's 
rivals in the attempt to supply the 
world's market 
with manufactured 


goods. 
Greht Britain's exports of man- 


ufactures show but Blight increase since 
1890 and an examination of the export 
record of the principal European coun- 
tries fails to disclose an instance in 
which the increase has been as much as 
25 per cent, while that of the United 
States meanwhile has been more than 
ISO per cent,

This, 
the 28th day of May, was the day 
that has been awaited so long, and is 
fraught with so much meaning to scien- 
tists that it will be memorable in astro- 
nomical annals. It was the day of the 
eclipse of the the sua. The eclipse was 
total in a certain favored district in the 
South, and in other parts of the country 
was partial, depending on the distance 
of the particular station of observation 
from the central line of the path of to- 
tality. 


The Eclipse in JanrttTille. 


In Janesyille the partial eclipse began 


at 6:35 a. m., and lasted until 8:35 a 
m., the total period during which the 
sun's face was more or less obscured 
WBB two hours and twenty-four minutes 
The moment of greatest obscuration wa 
7:47 a. m. At that time only one-fifth 
of the sun's face was visible. 
Smoked 


glasses were in demand .this morning 
and many Janesville citizens 
turned 


their eyes sunward. 


Interest Centered ID Black Belt 


Outside the belt1 of total obscuration 


the observation of the eclipse had no 
scientific value. Inside of this fifty-five 
miles strip of country, where for a long 
minute and a half the moon entirely 
blotted out the face of the 8un,|scienti6tB 
expect to gain facts that will greatly 
add to the world's stock of knowledge. 


It is expected that more will be learned 


from this than 
from 
any previous 


eclipse, because scientists today have 
better 
equipments 
and 
facilities 


than they ever had before, both for ob 
serving and registering the various at- 
tendant phenomena. The store of ac- 
cumulated knowledge is greater, the sea 
eon was favorable, and tbe territory ovei 
which the patch of total obscuration ex 
tends was easily and quickly reachec 
from all parts of the country.

The malarial fevers are by far the 
-most deadly of the tropical maladies 
in both white man and native. Large 
.parts of India are devastated and ren- 
dered valueless by this scourge, and 
Immense tracts of land in Africa and 
'.South America cannot be inhabited by 
the white race without almost in- 
evitably fatal 
results. 
The prob- 


3em of the causation of malaria, 
-which 
has 
been 
the 
despair of 


scientists for generations, would ap- 
.pear to be daily drawing nearer and 
.nearer to its final solution, says The 
.Medical Record. The large majority 
•of scientific men throughout the world 
iave virtually accepted as decisive the 
theory that it is mainly if not wholly 
Iby the agency of the genus anopheles, 
or the mosquito family, that malarial 
Severs originate and nre spread. • In 
factj by many this is no longer looked 


. *ippn as a theory, but as a doctrine. 


A number of investigators have had 


a share In the discovery that the inos- 
iqnito plays an important part in caus- 
iing and disseminating malaria, but to 
IManson and Ross is generally conceded 
tthe honor of bringing the matter to its 
ipresent advanced 
stage. 
Although 


Americans have not specially distin- 
guished themselves in these investiga- 
^tions, it should not be forgotten, as 
"was pointed out In the London Lancet, 
Teb. 11, 1S99, that A. F. A. King, at 
•the meeting of the Philosophical so- 
ciety of Washington, held on Feb. 10, 
1SS3, rend a paper entitled "The Pre- 
vention of Malarial Fevers," in which 
lie suggested the likelihood of marsh 
Severs being produced by the -bites of 
'.proboscidian insects, notably In this 
;aud some other, countries by mosquito 
toites. This, we believe, was the first 
occasion upon which the theory was 
publicly mooted. 


Great activity is now being, displayed 


3n Europe with the object of deciding 
•the question beyond cavil. For years 
the Italian Investigators have been 
performing splendid service in the en- 
•deavor.Jo probe the malaria mystery, 
and probably their researches have 
•done more toward its elucidation so 
•far than has the work of any other 
.•school. Since the establishment o£ the 
*wo schools of tropical medicine in 
•Great Britain a vivid and practical in- 
terest has been -taken in that country 
in the diseases of the tropics in gener- 
al and of malaria in particular. The 
British government, in conjunction 
-with the Royal society, first dispatched 
ai scientific commission to the west 
•coast of Africa for the purpose of at- 
tempting to find the malaria bearing 
mosquito and to locate Its breeding 
^places. Shortly after this the Liver- 
pool School of Tropical Medicine equip- 
ped and sent out at Its own expense an 
•expedition under the leadership of Ma- 
jor Ross to the east coast with a simi- 
lar end in view. Major Ross and his 
•coadjutors succeeded In discovering 
-*he mosquito (Anopheles clavlger) and 
•in a few instances in determining the 
situation of its breeding places. The 
Xondon School of Tropical Medicine, 
ysiuthorized by the British' colonial of- 
Hce, has Just sent two of Its members, 
Drs. Sarnbon and Lowe, to the Roman 
•Campagna, there to conduct certain ex- 
;perlments which, if terminating favor- 
ably, should convince the most skeptic- 
al that the mosquito Is the dominating 
at actor In the causation of malaria. 
It 


•may be said that experiments of a like 
nature have already been prosecuted 
ty the Italians Cell! and Grassl with 
most satisfactory results. 


If, then, it be taken as proved that 


malaria is caused by mosquitoes — and 
^the evidence in support of this con- 
tention is so strong as to appear al- 
most unassailable — and when it Is fur- 
ther considered that the malady is ccn- 
•veyed by but one species of mosquito 
3t follows as a natural sequence that 
3)y a wholesale destruction of the sin- 
ning insect the ravages of malaria 
will be curtailed and perhaps In time 
altogether eudod. 


Tlio Liverpool School of Tropical 


aii.-dicine has recently published a book 
•entitled "Instructions For the Preven- 
tion of Malarial Fever, For the Use of 
Residents in Malarious Places," which 
•concludes as follows: "All speculations 
-about air, about soil, about malaria 
"belts and the like have boon rendered 
•obsolctP. There is no reason to believe 
that the parasite of malaria finds ac- 
cess to the human body through any 
•other channel than by moans of the 


. =anopheles mosquito or that 'gnats' or 


"mosquitoes' which infest regions free 
from malaria are examples of anoph- 
•clos. 
If this particular insect could 


be extirpated, there is every jnstifi- 
•cation for the hope that malarious fe- 
vers would disappear from the ettrth, 
•and fortunately the extirpation does 
not seem likely to present any insur- 
mountable difficulty. 
The eggs are 


laid in water, and the larvte when 
hatched live in water for about a wi>clr. 
before they assume the mosquito form. 
As Ijirvrc, like those of the common 
gnat, they rise to the surface to 
Ijrenthe, and a film of oil on the sur- 
tiice Is speedily fatal to- them by block- 
lug up their air spiracles. Much may 
be done by drying up pools in the 
•vicinity of bouses or by treating them 
once a week with a film of kerosene

California Explorers.

EEMAEZABLE SDOOESS'ACHIEVED. 


An Unknown Town nml 
ft Great 


Man?- Papyri Have Been Found by 
Men.ir*. Grenfoll and Hunt—Mnnn- 
• crlptn Staffed In Crocodile*—The 
Dancer of KnrnnU. 
The Egyptian Exploration fund has 


achieved a remarkable success at Aby- 
flos, 'where the work has been conduct- 
ed by Professor Flinders Tetrie and 
Sir. Mace, says the London Tirncsf. For 
the previous four years Abydos had 
been given over to M. Amoliueau, who 
had the luck, denied to his great pred- 
ecessor JIariottc, to light upon \li£ 
tombs of the kings of the first three 
dynasties. II. Auiellueau's control over 
his workmen was so imperfect that 
many of his finest objects were, stolen 
and passed 
through dealers' hands, 


•without any record of the details of 
their position, fato various European 
collections. - 


In view of the great Importance of 


the site Professor Petric determined to 
go over the ground again more thor- 
oughly and scientifically and search the 
rubbish heaps of M. Ameliueau's work. 
The result has brilliantly justified him. 
He has discovered a royal tomb—that 
of Merneit, a previously unknown king. 
More than CO inscribed pieces of pot- 
tery have enabled him, as he believes, 
to identify three of the royal names 'of 
the Abydos tombs with fhose previous- 
ly known from the lists. 


For the Egyptian research account 


work has been carried on by Mr. Gar- 
stang among some tombs near Abydos. 
He has come upon several undisturbed 
burials both of the twelfth and eight- 


• eenth dynasties and some which It Is 


hopod may belong to that obscure "in- 
termediate" period between the two, 
the length of which the 'Berlin Egyp- 
tologists, on the strength of an astro- 
nomical date in a twelfth dynasty 
papyrus, propose to reduce to about 300 
years. 


• 
The liberality of the University of 


California has supported two under- 
takings to Egypt during the past sea- 
son. At Kuft Mr. Reisner's thorough 
but unsuccessful attempt to find the 
long sought cemetery of Coptos seems 
to prove that the cemetery lay just 
outside the city and 'that the gradual 
rise of the valley of the Nile during the 
last 2,000 years hag buried it beneath 
the cultivation. At Umm et Barakat, 
on the southern edge of the Fayum, 
' Messrs. Grenfell and Hunt, who have 
transferred their allegiance to the 
above mentioned American institution, 
have just completed the fourth season 
of their work 'of searching for papyri 
in Egypt. Here they have discovered 
the ruins of a large town, whose an- 
cient name appears to have been Teb- 
tunis and whose very existence was 
hitherto unknown either to arcbEeolo- 
gista or to native diggers. 
To judge 


from the remains the life of this city 
extended from Ptolemaic down to Ara- 
bic times.
